Army Segregation Ends In D.C. 


Racial segregation was ended in the military dis- 
trict of Washington in compliance with the ex- 
pressed desires of President Eisenhower. An Army 
spokesman said the order affects about 220 Negro 
soldiers at Fort McNair in Washington and Fort 
Belvoir and Fort Myer in Virginia. Integration at 
the forts means that white and colored troops will 
be quartered together in the future, the army an- 
nouncement declared. 

The new order will result in Negro troops being 
taken into the elite 3rd Infantry Regiment on the 
basis of 10 per cent colored recruits. The 3rd is the 
oldest active infantry regiment in the army and is 
the ceremonial unit which forms the Presidential 
Honor Guard. 

Officers in the military district were ordered to 
“discontinue the only remaining all-Negro units of 
their installations and to integrate their personnel 
into existing organizations.”

California Bars Auto Insurance Bias 
Two bills to prevent racial discrimination by auto in- 
surance companies were passed unanimously by the Cali- 
fornia Assembly. Both were sponsored by Negro Assem- 
blyman Byron Rumford (D., Oakland). One bill would 
prohibit companies from charging Negroes higher insur- 
ance premiums, the other would revoke the license of any 
company compiling five violations of the anti-Jim Crow 
law. Meanwhile, after three hours of angry debate, an 
assembly committee voted against legislation proposing 
an FEP commission. The bill was sponsored by Negro As- 
semblyman Augustus F. Hawkins (D., Los Angeles). 


Say Ga. GOP Backs Negro Fer Customs Post 

Georgia Republicans have agreed to the appointment 
of Negro banker Louis B. Toomer as U. S. collector of 
customs at Savannah, according to the Atlanta Consti- 
tution. The paper said Georgia Republicans are with- 
holding an official statement until the FBI clears the 
appointment. A white Georgia GOP faction, however, 
claims plans for building a two-party system in the South 
will be hampered if Toomer, an Eisenhower supporter, is 
named customs collector. 





Housing Bias Against Whites Charged 

A white civic club brought discrimination charges 
against the Toledo Metropolitan Housing Authority, 
claiming white applicants were given the “brush 
off” when they attempted to make application for 
housing in four projects of 700 units. A spokesman 
for Central East Side Civ Club said the location of 
TMHA’s application office in a predominantly Negro 
neighborhood was also discriminatory against 
whites. TMHA had announced Negroes could move 
in the projects after finding the units could not be 
filled by whites, but could be filled by Negroes now 
on the waiting list for public housing. 
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Cotton Executive Gives $300,000 For Negro Y 

A white cotton executive and his wife contributed 
$300,000 toward the construction of a $1,500,000 Negro 
YMCA in Houston, Texas, and were instrumental in get- 
ting a foundation to donate an additional $300,000. Mr. 
and Mrs. Lamar Fleming donated the fund toward the 
modernistic, six-story building to be erected adjacent to 
Texas Southern University and got the M. D. Anderson 
Foundation to make the additional donation. Construc- 
tion will begin in July. The project will house 70 resi- 
dents, include an athletic field and swimming pool.

Virgin Islands ‘Quickie’ Divorces Imperiled 

The Virgin Islands quickie divorce 
business was imperiled by a dispute 
between Negro Federal Judge Herman 
Moore and 60 wives, many of them 
socially-prominent Americans, who 
are seeking decrees. According to 
Virgin Islands law, divorces may be 
granted, providing the seeker has 
spent six weeks in the islands. But 
Judge Moore has held up decrees for 
the waiting 60 on grounds that they 
are “not sincere” in swearing to him “— Font 
that the Islands will be their “perma- Judge Moore 
nent home.” He pointed out that most of the divorcees 
take the next plane or boat home after a divorce has 
been granted. Meanwhile, a legislative bill designed to 
make the six-week waiting period the principal require- 
ment for divorce, was vetoed by Gov. Morris De Castro. 
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U.S. Judge Upholds Housing Segregation 

Racial segregation in a Savannah, Ga., public housing 
project constructed partly with Federal funds was up- 
held by U.S. District Court Judge Alexander Holtzoff in 
Washington, D. C. The judge maintained equal though 
separate facilities are available to Savannah’s Negroes in 
other projects, and dismissed ‘a suit brought by the 
NAACP in behalf of 13 Negro families who sued after 
being ousted from a slum section of the city to make way 
for an all-white project. The Justice Department argued 
the suit should have been brought against Savannah of- 
ficials who are responsible for the local policy. 


2 Laborers Die, Buried Under 30 Tons Of Dirt 
Two Chicago laborers, digging a ditch for a new sewer 
system in Chattanooga, Tenn., were killed when the walls 
of the ditch collapsed and buried them under 30 tons of 
dirt. Rescue workers dug for more than four hours to 
remove the bodies of Hilbert Cook and Will Coleman. 


2 N. J. YMCAs Merge, End Race Segregation 

Racial segregation in Summit, N. J., YMCAs will end 
next month when the Summit and Lincoln YMCAs merge 
and begin an expansion program of services to the entire 
community. An announcement stated: “Participation of 
Negro members in the Summit YMCA during these years 
has reflected the growing sentiment among Summit 
people that the pattern of a segregated and separate 
YMCA for Negroes, which was established many years 
ago, is no longer necessary.” 





Negro Bus Line Resumes Service After Dispute 

Bus service on Negro-owned Bison Line operating be- 4 
tween Washington and Maryland points resumed follow- 
ing notification by Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the Maryland Motor Vehicle Department that the line’s 
insurace certificates were on file as required by law. Service 
was interrupted for 10 days after Maryland police jailed 
two of the company’s drivers for driving uninsured buses. 
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Wl Dr. Bethune Shows Off FDR Cane: In Nassau to lecture 
and attend social affairs in her honor, Dr. Mary McLeod 
Bethune shows friends the handsome swagger cane given 
to her by the late President Franklin D. Roosevelt who 
carried it at the Yalta conference.

Lack Of Oldsters Closes Ga. Home For Negroes 

A “model” county home at Albany, Ga., for old-aged Ne- 
groes will be closed because prospective occupants appar- 
ently prefer living in their own homes and receiving 
meager welfare payments, welfare officials announced. A 
spokesman for Dougherty County Home said although the 
home was equipped to provide food, comfortable beds, ra- 
dios and clean surroundings for 18 persons, it has never 
had more than 10 occupants. Even these were constantly 
drifting back to their own homes, he added in making the 
closing announcement. 








Negroes Seek Offices In 20 N. C. Elections 

Negro office-seekers have entered recent or forthcom- 
ing municipal elections in 20 North Carolina cities, an 
Associated Press survey revealed. Topping the list were 
three Negroes who were unsuccessful in their quest of 
seats on the board of aldermen and board of education 
in Concord. In Winston-Salem, Rev. William R. Crawford 
was unopposed for alderman while in Goldsboro Dr. M. E. 
DuBissette, first Negro to run for office in 50 years, was 
eliminated as he ran seventh in a field of 16 candidates 
for alderman. In Durham, insurance executive R. N. 
Harris faces white grocer M. T. Magnum for a council 
seat in a election this coming week.

May 1, 1926—Bessie Coleman, pioneer Negro woman 
flyer, was killed instantly when her plane crashed 
in Jacksonville, Florida. Her body fell from the 
plane while it was still 2,000 feet in the air and was 
found over a mile from the wreckage. 
May 1, 1946—The late Mrs. Emma Clarissa Clement 
was chosen “American Mother of the Year” by the 
Golden Rule Foundation. The mother of Atlanta 
University President Rufus E. Clement and the 
granddaughter of a slave, she was the first Negro 
woman to be so honored. 
May 5, 1905—The first edition of the-Chicago De- 
fender was published by Robert ‘ Abbott. The 
handbill-size paper sold for 2 Dae 
two cents and was person- 
ally distributed by the pub- 
lisher. 
May 7, 1946—William Henry 
Hastie was inaugurated as 
governor of the Virgin Is- 
lands at Charlotte Amalie, 
becoming the first Negro 
governor of a United States 
possession.

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GI Says Chinese Reds Jim Crowed Negro PWs 

A Negro Army private told military officials at Freedom 
Village, Korea, that Chinese Communists drew a color 
line in prisoner of war camps—segregating whites from 
Negroes. Pvt. James Franklin, 20, of Petersburg, Va., said 
segregation started in August, 1952, when “they moved 
us colored boys from Camp No. 1 to Camp No. 5... 
and more or less kept different nationalities separate.” 
Franklin, who developed a lung infection while a PW, 
was repatriated two years almost to the day after his 
capture north of the 38th Parallel. 


Mau Mau Decrees Castration For ‘Loyal’ Natives 
The anti-white Mau Mau society issued a directive that 
Kikuyu tribesmen who aid the British should be “cas- 
trated, have their eyes put out and be beheaded,” colonial 
officials said in Kenya, East Africa. The directive re- 
portedly was issued by the Mau Mau central council and 
relayed to outlying districts in March. Officials an- 
nounced that 1,059 persons—more than half of them 
Africans—have been killed in Kenya since the Mau Mau 
began its campaign to force whites out of the colony. In 
another development, seven Kikuyus were sentenced to 
death for slaying a white settler and his family, and 260 
tribesmen were ordered tried for the March massacre at 
Lari, where 150 Africans were reported slain. In Nairobi, 
an Italian woman, her two children and African cook 
were slain by terrorists while 180 Africans watched. 


6 Natives Named To Sierra Leone Cabinet 

Six native Africans were named full cabinet members 
in the colony of Sierra Leone in British West Africa. It 
was the first time in the country’s 166-year history that 
Africans have held such high government posts. Robert 
Dezouche, white British-appointed governor, named Dr. 
M. A. S. Margai, A. M. Margai, M. S. Mustapha, A. G. 
Randle, Siaka, and Paramount Chief Bai Farima Pass II 
to the cabinet. 
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Nigerian Lawmakers Plan Ban On Nudity 

British coloniai officials in Lagos, Nigeria, Were 
planning legislation to halt Africans from walking 
around in the nude. The minister of social services 
proposed that Nigerians be educated away from the 
custom, but another legislator insisted that it would 
take a nudity patrol to enforce any law against un- 
clothed Nigerians. Officials adjourned before taking 
definite action against nudity. 








$20,000 Offered For Sleeping Sickness Cure 

The Belgian government announced a $20,000 award to 
the first discoverer of a cure for sleeping sickness. The 
award will be given by the Belgian ministry of colonies 
after a committee of three doctors and one layman con- 
firms the success of the proposed cure. Scientists of all 
nationalities were invited to send their suggestions. 


Greek Artist Completes Selassie’s Portrait 

Greek artist Basil Germenis of Athens unveiled Emperor 
Haile Selassie’s newest portrait, which he painted from 
life in Addis Ababa. The huge portrait shows the Ethiopian 
Emperor in a marshal’s uniform wearing many of his 
decorations, his ungloved left hand resting on a sword and 
his right hand holding back his cape. Said Germenis of 
Selassie: “He was one of the best subjects I have ever 
painted.” 


UN Committee Reports ‘Slavery Growing’ 

A United Nations committee reported that “slavery in 
its crudest form not only persists in the world, but also 
has increased since the end of World War II.” The com- 
mittee’s report concluded a three-year, world-wide survey 
of the problem, and was backed by a mass of documents 
representing answers to questionnaires submitted to both 
member and non-member governments. The findings 
were placed before the Economic and Social Council of 
the UN for study and suggestions on how to eliminate 
slave trade and its allied forms of servitude.

A proud, fastidious lot, they 
would sooner submit to a 
scalping than part with their 
upper lip hair, for most of 
them fancy (correctly) that 
moustaches enhance their

been coaxing beards and moustaches into one shape or 
another for upwards of 50 centuries, but few authorities 
have gone under the brush to uncover the reasons why. 
While most men explain that they raise their moustaches 
to charm the opposite sex, the scant few studies which 
touch on the custom cite far more elusive reasons. 

University of Chicago sociologist Donald Pearson claims 
that many Negroes wear moustaches as an adoption of 
a white cultural pattern. Pearson learned that eight out 
of 10 adult Negro males prefer hair adornment to a 
clean-shaven lip. The percentage, significantly, was three 
times higher than among whites. 

Pearson also relates that intermarriages are fast eras- 
ing a tendency to hairlessness—a physical trait often 
attributed to Negroes—and a higher propensity for mous- 
taches follows. 

Eminent British psychiatrist Charles Berg insists 
that “there is a subconscious sexual significance in why 
and how men wear hair.” Minimizing mere masculine 
vanity, Berg explains: “After the eyes, hair is regarded

as the most sexually attractive part of the body.” He 
also unearthed other evidence which shows that men un- 
consciously adopt moustaches as proof of their virility. 

In Freudian terms, says Berg, some men raise mous- 
taches to conceal femininity. Others are victims of Nar- 
cissis (self-love) complexes and groom facial hair solely 
to please themselves. 

Indeed, the reasons why Negroes wear moustaches are 
as varied as the shapes of their upper lip decorations, 
for virtually every moustache fancier explains the fashion 
in slightly different terms. 

For example, jazz trumpeter Dizzy Gillespie, whose 
flourishing moustache and goatee are as familiar to bop 
music fans as his high notes, says, “Shaving does the 
lip no good. Besides, I believe that story about Samson 
losing his strength after his locks were shorn. I’m not 
taking any chances of weakening my ‘chops.’ ” 

On the other hand, NAACP secretary Walter White 
grew a moustache “to look older.” Magazine photog- 
rapher Gordon Parks raised his upper lip hair as a young- 
ster “to apply for a man’s job,” then coaxed it into full 
bloom years later “to protect my lip from the weather.” 

New York public relations counsel Ludlow Werner, one 
of the few U. S. Negroes who wears a waxed model in the 
continental manner, says he had to look older for busi- 
ness reasons, then was unable to part with his spike-like 
tussock for the next 25 years. Dr. Albert Johnston of 
Lost Boundaries fame fell in with the Charlie Chaplin 
fad in the 1920s, allowed his moustache to remain. 

Noted sociologist Dr. Ira DeA. Reid groomed a mous- 
tache because “my father wore one,” and bandleader- 
showman Noble Sissle began wearing a moustache “like 
my buddy officers in France” during World War I. “It 
has since become a stage identity and my public and I 
are stuck with it,” he adds. 

Wilberforce (Ohio) University president Dr. Charles 
Hill has worn a moustache since student days at the 
University of Berlin. Says he: “It was a requirement for 
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membership in a theological verein, German equivalent 
of a college fraternity.” 

Like most items of human adornment, moustaches are 
prey to the whims of fashion. One authority calculated 
that trends in facial hair change on the average of once 
every 120 years, then later repeat in cycles. Where great- 
grandpa’s spreading handlebars were in vogue at the 
turn of the century, such lush shrubbery is fast giving 
way to a smaller, neater variety which demands far less 
expense and attention. 

In some societies, however, beards and moustaches are 
taboo. A Bavarian king issued an edict against wearing 
hair on the face in 1838 because it was indicative of 
immorality and evil, and the ultra-conservative Union 
League Club of New York once demanded that all Negro 
help be clean-shaven as a sign of servility. The Boers 
who settled South Africa used to wear heavy moustaches 
to symbolize white supremacy. 

Yet, today more than half of all men in this country 
wear moustaches of one kind or another. Some sports— 
like professional baseball and boxing—still frown on any 
growth under or over the lip, but as long as men believe 
that moustaches are part of their physical assets (and 
women are quick to agree) the custom will remain a 
widely-accepted one.

But the referee, who was exonerated of 
negligence by the Massachusetts Boxing Commission, ex- 
plained: “He didn’t seem to me to be in really serious 
trouble.” Collins agreed, but Carter declared that the 
bout “turned my stomach,” adding: “I would have told 
the referee to stop it, but referees resent suggestions from 
fighters.” 

Negro Boxer Jailed After White Foe Dies 

Welterweight boxer Jimes Brown of Hartford, 
Conn., was charged with technical manslaughter 
after the ring death of white welterweight Dick 
Miller. Kept in jail overnight after his white foe 
failed to answer the bell for the fifth round and died 
in a hospital later, Brown pleaded innocent of the 
charge and was freed on $1,000 bail.

Morgan’s freshman mile re- 
lay team won in 3.19.3; and Bragg, workhorse of the Re- 
lays, won the 100-yard dash in 9.7s. Meanwhile, Willie 
Williams of Illinois posted the same time to win the 
100-yard event at the annual Drake Relays in Des 
Moines, Ia. 


Kentucky Derby Veteran Picks Native Dancer 

A 66-year-old veteran of 52 Kentucky Derby races pre- 
dicted that Native Dancer will win the 1953 classic. Reece 
Miller, who works for a Lexington horse shipper, made 
his pick, explaining: “That Native Dancer is the run- 
ningest horse I’ve ever seen. Best horse I think I’ve seen 
outside of Man O’ War. Only difference, he runs from 
behind and Man O’ War was always in front.” Miller saw 
his first Derby race in 1900 and has not missed one since. 
He figures he has picked 60 per cent of the winners in 
52 races. While Native Dancer appeared as the No. 1 
choice, most horse followers figured Correspondent, with 
Eddie Arcaro up, as a staunch contender. 
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Knickerbockers Draft Walt Dukes 

Although no agreement on salary had been announced, 
the New York Knickerbockers made Walt Dukes, All- 
American center from Seton Hall University, their num- 
ber one draft choice in National Basketball Association 
meeting at Boston. The Knicks had previously refused 
Dukes’ demand for a $23,000 yearly salary. Former Long 
Island University star Ray Felix, slated to be the Knicks’ 
second choice, was drafted by the Baltimore Bullets.

The first Negro scout 
in the Cards’ organization, his signing was partial ful- 
fillment of new owner August Busch’s promise to end the 
lily-white practices of former owner Fred Saigh, who is 
now serving a prison term for Federal income tax eva- 
sion. Troupe, a resident of St. Louis and former manager 
of the Cleveland Buckeyes, was signed to a one-year con- 
tract at an undisclosed salary by Joe Mathes, director of 
minor league clubs for the Cards. “Troupe has a year- 
round job,” Mathes said, “and will scout players regard- 
less of race, creed, or color. He’s not getting any more, 
nor any less in salary than other scouts just breaking in.” 


Whitfield Named Top Indoor Track Star 

Olympic 800 meter champion Mal Whitfield was voted 
the outstanding performer of the 1953 indoor track 
season by the New York Track Writers Association. He will 
receive a plaque in token of the honor at the Senior 
Metropolitan Amateur Athletic Union meet on June 13. 
During the indoor season, Whitfield won 14 straight races 
and broke three world records. 


Hot Springs Options Negroes To Knoxville 

On the eve of season’s opening, the Hot Springs Bathers 
averted a threatened breakup of the Cotton States League 
by optioning Jim and Leander Tugerson, their Negro 
brother-pitchers, to Knoxville, Tenn., of the Class-D Moun- 
tain States League on 24-hour recall. Officials had threat- 
ened to disband the league if the Tugersons played. But 
Lewis Goltz, Hot Springs president, warned officials that 
the Tugersons would be back next year, if not later this 
season.

NASSAU, Bahamas—Mr. Boxing, kingpin of the 
sport in this enchanted island, an occasional port 
of call for howling hurricanes, is Charlie Major, a 
man who delights in making tough jobs seem like 
great fun and in putting people in a happy frame 
of mind. “Mr. Major,” as he’s known to countless 
hundreds of Bahamians, is unique first because he 
quit the glitter and hustle-bustle of New York after 
a quarter-century there to settle permanently in 
this, his homeland a dozen years ago. 

His business card lists him as “Charles W. 
Major, B.S., Masseur and Physical Director ... 
by appointment.” But he is unique secondly be- 
cause he not only promotes boxing in Nassau, he 
also owns the Nassau Stadium (a neat, open-air 
emporium of swat), an adjacent gymnasium, a 
modern restaurant, and operates with his wife, 
Mrs. Flo Major, a guest house. 

Major’s biggest problem as a boxing promoter is 
finding good local talent. Because amateur competi- 
tion has not been highly developed, skilled local 
pugilists are as scarce as snowflakes. On a rare oc- 
casion when one comes along, he soon starts dream- 
ing of “the States,” Madison Square Garden, and 
goodbye to Nassau Stadium. Yet, Major promotes 
20 regular boxing cards a year plus several wrestling 
shows and aids the Nassau Daily Tribune in organ- 
izing its fledgling Golden Gloves tournament. 

It was not odd that when Major decided to return 
home, some of his New York friends said he was 
making a mistake. “They thought I was a fool to 
leave New York,” he recalls with a smile, “but... .” 
One needs only to take a good look around to 
see that Charlie Major is doing bloody well all right. 
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655-Pound Woman Dies On Operating Table

Selma Doctor Honored For 35 Years Service 

The Chesterfield Club of Selma, Ala., honored Dr. N. D. 
Walker for his 35 years service as a practicing physician 
in that city at a testimonial dinner, which was attended 
by his two-physician sons, Dr. William M. Walker of Chi- 
cago and Dr. B. F. Walker of Los Angeles. Charles Raines 
presented a plaque to Dr. Walker as Earl Patterson was 
master of ceremonies. Eddie Ferguson is club president. 
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White students currently attending Lincoln University. 


Lincoln U. Becomes Completely Interracial 

President Lewis M. Stevens of Lincoln (Pa.) Univer- 
sity’s trustee board announced approval of major changes 
to make the 99-year-old institution completely inter- 
racial. Lewis said: “The day of usefulness for Lincoln as 
primarily a Negro college is coming to a close, therefore, 
the new purpose of Lincoln should be the development 
of a completely inter-racial university ...and if suc- 
cessful, be a leader in the natural course of the removal 
of all artificial barriers in all educational institutions.” 
Jewish, African, Indian and European students are now 
enrolled at the college, Stevens said. 


Florida A. & M. Becomes University 

The Florida Senate voted to change the name of Flor- 
ida Agricultural and Mechanical College for Negroes to 
Florida Agricultural and Mechanical University. The 
name was selected in a student body poll. 
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Mrs. Theda M. Wilson, a Negro 
teacher, was appointed principal of 
the interracial Elbert Elementary 
School in Wilmington, Del. The school 
has a student body of 500. Mrs. Wil- 
son, who will assume her new duties 
Sept. 1, is a native of Orange, N. J., 
and the wife of Rev. Donald A. Wilson, 
pastor of Wilmington’s St. Matthews 
Episcopal Church. Mrs. Theda Wilso 


Fisk Elects 3 Trustees, Accepts $300,000 
Fisk University trustees elected three new members to 
the board of trustees and accepted a $300,000 gift in 
honor of the son of the school’s first president. Named 
to the board were Robert W. Kean, Jr., Elizabethtown 
N. J. Banker; Dr. William Ziegler, Chicago dentist; and 
Dr. Henry A. Boyd, Nashville publisher and banker.

97 per cent favored equal opportunities, 2 per cent 
undecided. Fifty-nine per cent said they would at- 
tend schools which admit Negroes, 28 per cent an- 
swered no. 
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Pickpocket Practices ‘Trade’ In Police Building 

Roevaughn Woolridge, self-styled “greatest pickpocket 
in the East,” proved his skill to Baltimore police by pick- 
ing the pocket of the elevator operator in the police 
building while being taken to headquarters. Arrested in 
a downtown bus station, where he was in the process of 
lifting $500 from a victim, Wooiridge was charged with 
being a common thief and pickpocket. Judge James 
K. Cullen in Criminal Court gave him 48 hours to 
leave town, promising a stiff sentence if he reappears in 
Baltimore within a year. Before leaving, Woolridge an- 
nounced that he would seek greater laurels in swanky 
Canadian resorts and whispered to jail guards: “If you 
got a big roll in your pocket, mix some peanut shells in 
with the dough.” The shells, he explained, will make a 
noise when a pickpocket attempts to lift the wad. 


Boxer Teddy (Red Top) Davis Stabbed, Jailed 

Ranking featherweight boxing contender Teddy (Red 
Top) Davis, 29, was stabbed in the groin by an “unknown 
assassin” in Hartford, Conn., and later arrested on a 
breach of peace charge. He was treated for a minor 
wound at a nearby hospital and released. After finding 
a knife hidden in the dress of Mrs. Davis, police arrested 
her along with Davis and three companions. Davis 
claimed “two or three guys” tried to molest his wife and 
stabbed him when he intervened.

Dan Ferniel, a Los Angeles film extra, was assigned the 
only Negro role in the $4,000,000, 20th Century-Fox movie 
production, The Robe. Ferniel will play a heroic Chris- 
tian in the screen adaptation of Lloyd C. Douglas’ best- 
seller novel about the Roman soldier who slew Christ, 
but was later won over to Christianity. 


William Warfield Quits ‘Porgy’ In Salary Tiff 


William Warfield, Porgy of Porgy 
and Bess, said he is quitting the 
show because producers Robert 
Breen and Blevins Davis want him 
to take a salary cut from $600 to 
$400 weekly. Breen told JET that 
Warfield’s continual absence while 
on concert tours kept production 
costs high because three Porgys 
are kept on hand to substitute for 
him. However, Warfield told JET 
his Porgy contract frees him for 
concerts during a four-month peri- William Warfield 
od. He said he took the role at a great loss because of his 
eagerness to aid the State Department in sponsoring the 
show in Europe to combat Communist propaganda.
